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One  of  the  concomitants  of  civilization  has  been  the  establishment  of  institutions 
for  the  public  exchange  of  ideas  at  the  most  serious  level.  In  the  agora,  the  academy, 
the  coffee  house,  and  the  salon,  men  have  developed  thought  in  the  strenuous  condition 
of  examination  by  other  men's  minds.  Similarly,  in  certain  periods  the  church  or  the 
theatre  has  served  as  an  institution  wherein  the  best  art  has  been  immediately  received 
and  considered  by  the  society  in  which  the  art  is  produced.  Many  of  our  most  treasured 
monuments,  indeed  the  whole  course  of  Western  life,  are  unthinkable  without  the 
existence  of  cultural  institutions  of  this  sort. 

Today,  nothing  serves.  The  university  has  too  many  commitments  both  to  certain 
kinds  of  education  for  the  young  and  to  certain  established  interests  of  society  to  be 
allowed  to  function  freely.  And  except  for  its  own  fortunate  clique,  the  university  sys- 
tematically abandons  members  of  society  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  or  thereabouts.  At 
the  cocktail  party,  people  express  only  their  most  superficial  thoughts;  through  the  gin 
one  sometimes,  melancholy,  feels  that  more  serious  communication  could  and  should 
take  place  among  the  same  people,  but  somehow  in  different  circumstances.  The  little 
magazine  reaches  too  few  and  little  people  and  reaches  them  too  infrequently,  so  that 
at  best  it  provides  an  evening's  thought  every  three  months.  The  opera  house  is  used  to 
perpetuate  a  social  convention  that  bears  no  relation  at  all  to  what  goes  on  on  the  stage. 
The  movies,  television  .  .  .  Then  there  is  the  Foundation,  an  institution  of  quite  another 
kind,  nervously  hoping  to  fertilize  something  that  does  not  exist. 

In  these  circumstances,  a  new  institution  is  needed  for  the  active  exchange  of 
thought  and  artistic  expression.  Need  is  not  genesis;  someone  has  to  start.  It  was  in  this 
spirit  that  KPFA  was  formed.  Its  success  depends  on  whether  the  need  for  this  kind  of 
institution  is  felt  by  enough  members  of  the  community  to  maintain  it.
